Berlin, Aug. 4-Germany is at war with France. 


This was officially announced today by Imperial 
Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg. 
Diplomatic re- 


lations between the two countries have been severed. 


The Chancellor gave this statement to the Inter- 


national News Service: "Germany considers that a 
state of war exists between Germany and France, 
owing to the latter's encroachments on German ter- 
ritory." 


The chancellor asserted that this was not a dec- 


laration of war against France, but no further action 


by Germany is necessary. It is the desire of the 
Kaiser that France shall be the one to declare war.

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TREASURE SHIP, REPORTED CAPTURED, RETURNS TO PORT 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 4.— 


Variously reported to have 
been captured by English vos- 
sela, and to have arrived at 
three different foreign ports, 
the North German Lloyd Lin- 
er Kron Prinzessin Ceoile, 
the 510,600,000 treasure ship, 


put into this port and anchor- 
ed at 6 a. m. this morning. 


The liner's arrival 
caused 


great excitement here. Hun- 
dreds of people gathered on 
the beach and an hour later 
when the captain came ashore, 
several thousand people lined 
the beach. 


The capt.iin would make no 


statement as to how far ho 
had proceeded on his voyage 
across the Atlantic before ho 
turned back to the United 
Elates. The liner carried 375 
first class passengers.

Waverly, Ohio, Aug. 4.—What promised to be a pleasant sum- 


mer outing terminated suddenly and disastrously Tuesday morning, 
when a big seven passenger White touring car, owned uid driven 
by J. J. Eardin, treasurer of the Selby Shoe company, of Ports- 
mouth, turned turtle two miles north of Waverly. Injuring four 


of the six occupants, three 
of them seriously.
